receiving audio/visual information in a first set top box; 

transmirring the audio/visual information from the first set tojp box to a kud held 
computing device having a memory; 

storing the audio/visual information in the memory; 

transmitting the audio/visual information from the han/held computing device to a second 
set top box; 

providing the audio/visual information received ho/i the handheld computing devicejrom 
the second set top box to an output device.
